|THE MEDICINE MOTHER USED 
TO GIVE, 


When I was a boy, writes a down 

easterner, I used to hear my mother 
talx of children having worms and 
she used to give us some kind of home 
medicine for them. Does modern 
practice recognize such a thing as 
worms in children, and, if so, are 
they” caused by incorrect diet or per- 
haps excess of candy and sugar or 
sweets? 
: As a general rule mother’s worm 
medicine didn’t do any harm; fre- 
quently it did some good, though I 
feac mother relied too much on the 
almunac and such like literature for 
her medical jore. At any rate she 
usually entertained very morbid no- 
tions. 

Take, for instance, the notion that 
worms were caused by candy, sugar 
or sweets. Of course, any school boy 
or school girl today knows that worms 
develop from eggs, just as_ turtles, 
fish, insects and birds do, and that 
th egg must come from a parent, 
and thatit cannot arise anew  with- 
out the previous existence of the par- 
ent wort. And stmce most folk to- 
day bave been school boys or school 
girls it is getting precasious to ascribe 
worms to sugar, candy or sweets. 

One of the most popular worm med- 
icines of m»>ther’s day generally came 
in a package with explicit printed 
directions; according to the directions 
the medicine had the phenomenal 
power of destroying and dissolving 
worms in the alimentary tract, so the 
purchaser could rest assured that the 
medicine destroyed the worms even 
though it produced nary ef sign of a 
worm. ‘This medicine usually con- 
sisted ‘of u good dose of some sim- 
ple physic with some 
flavcred and sweetened. 
goo'l, for the sick child perhaps need- 
| ed a pdiysic and the alkali perhaps 
helped to relieve acute acidosis—a 
condition often mistaken for “worms” 
then and now—but if it ever did 
bring into evidence any worms it was 
purety by accident. 

The symptoms which so clearly spell 
worms to the ureducated are in re- 
ality not encountered in most cases 
of ‘actual infestation with worms, but 
are very commonly seen in children 
whe in reality harbor no worms at 
all, so that it is unfair to the child, 
to shy the least, to ply him with al- 
leged worm medicine merely because 
he presents some of the so-called worm 
symptoms. It is justifiable to treat 
a ehild for worms only when the 
worins have been seen or their eggs 
have been found by microscopical ex- 
amiation o- the intestinal discharges. 
Ansbody who perpetrates worm treat- 
ment short of this actual evidence of 
infestation abuses the unfortunate 
chilu ‘even though the alleged worm 
meJicine in itself be harmless. 

Most of the medicines which really 
are of value in the treatment of vari- 
ous kinds of worm infestation are 
a little too dangerous for unskilled 
persons to administer. ‘Therefore | 
say that whenever a child is to be 
treated for worms the safe and hu- 
mane policy is to submit the matter 
to a physician.

Of particular interest to American 
engineers, the assistant secretary 
said, was the necessity of planning 
wisely for use of engineering person- 
nel in war. He appealed to the fed- 
erated societies for co-operation in 
this problem.

Six million gallons more was, used 
during the day than on the day the 
big fire, May 21, 1917, when every 
available hose and nozzle in the city 
was kept open full blast all day in 
trying to save the fourth ward from 
destruction. 

The second of the two new bond 
issue pumps at the river pumping 
station was put in operation Thurs- 
day, Mr. Smith stated.

and gives the station a total pumping 
capacity of 106,000,000 gallons a day, 
or 400 gallons for each person in At- 
lanta.

Fillings were inserted in 1,0TD 
permanent teeth. Prophylactic treat- 
ments were given 712 children. 

“The cost of the dental work has 
been repaid many times over by money 
saved the city in reduction in the 
nuraber of failures through loss of at- 
tendance,” Superintendent Sutton 
said. “Each failure to pass a grade 
costs Atlanta $45.”
